Claims 1-35 are pending and presently under consideration in this application. 

1 . The rejection of claims 1-35 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) over Tsuda et al. (U.S. 
Patent Application Publication No. 2004/0191428), as set forth in paragraph 2 of the first 
office action on the merits, is hereby withdrawn in view of applicants' submission of the 
certified English translation of their foreign priority document. 

2. The rejection of claims 1-35 on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type 
double patenting over Tsuda et al. (U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 
2004/0191428), as set forth in paragraph 4 of the first office action on the merits, is 
hereby withdrawn in view of applicants' submission of the timely filed proper Terminal 
Disclaimer.

4. Claims 1-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Japanese Patent No. 5-71821. 
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JP 5-71821 teaches a liquid crystal panel and corresponding method of 
manufacturing thereof, wherein said liquid crystal panel has a liquid crystal layer 
sandwiched between a pair of substrate, characterized in that said liquid crystal layer 
comprises a liquid crystal and a cross-linked resin, further characterized in that said 
cross-linked resin comprises a structural part and a tenninal part.
